dietary fiberfi bge in m amount of more than 2.5g/10()ral, wherein the source of diejary fiber 
comprises 210-40% by weight acafcia gum, 30-60% by weight of insoluble fibe mon-starch 
polysaccharides and 20-40% by weight of oligosaccharides, and 

hydrating the components to provide a liquid mixtur e, wherein the composition 
comprises a viscdsitV of 30 - 80 mPas . 

Claim 14 (Currently amended): A method for maintaining or restoring a well-balanced 
gut flora comprising the step of administering to an indiYidual in need of same a liquid or 
powdered and reconstitutable nutritional composition comprising a prot e in sourc e about 4.5 to 
about 6g protein/ldOml composition , a source of digestible carbohydrates and a source of dietary 
fiberfibfe, haying an energy density of 13-1.8 kcal/ml and dietary fiber fibre in an amount of 
more than 2.5g/l 00ml, wherein the source of dietory fiber comprises 20-40% by weight acacia 
gum, 30-60%. by weight of insoluble fib ^on-starch polysaccharides a nd 20-40% by weight of 
oligosaccharides , wherein the composition comprises a viscosity of 3D - iSO mPas > 

Claim 15 (Currently amended): A method for enhancing mucosal function in a human 
individual in need of same, comprising the step of administering to the human individual a liquid 
or powdered and reconstitutable nutritional composition comprising a protein sourc e a bout 4,5 to 
about 6g protein/lOOml composition, a source of digestible carbohydrates and a source of dietary 
fiber fibre^ having an energy density of 1,3-1.8 kcal/ml and dietary fibeifi bre in an amount of 
more than 2.5g/100ml, wherein theisource of dietary fiber comprises 20-40% by weight acacia 
gum, 30-60% by weight of insoluble fibe fnoh-starch polvsaccharidfes and 20-40% by weight of 
oligosaccharides , wherein the composition comprises a viscosity of 30 - 80 mPas ; 
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
